the death of these two venerable old men, both 
formerly Presidents of the United States, both sign 
ers of the Declaration of Independence, both called 
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LATEST FROM EUROPE, 
By the packet ship New Yair Liverpool, 
whence she sailed on the ist of June, London pa- 
pers of the 30th of May have been received. 
_ The sum of 100,000 pounds have been collected 
in London towards the relief of the prevailing dis- 
tress.

Mr. Adams was bornon the 30th of October, 
1735, so that at the time of his death, he was 90 
years, 8 months and 4 days old. He was therefore 
in his 91st year. .

his domestic and friendly circles.
